Ni)w, nftcr weeks of hear- 
ings and months of intense consid- 
oratio nr-al most^-e\'erypne -agrees 
thut some" strong Federal action 
is needed. 

As President Nixon" pointed out: 
-"Every . year in "this country, 
some' 14,000 deaths can be' attrib- 
uted - to work-related -injuries or 
illnesses - ; Because of accidents 
or diseases, sustained on the job, 
some 250 million, man-days , of 
labor are lost annually. The most 
important consequences of these 
losses is the human' tragedy 
which results when rin employco 
—often the head of a family— is 
struck down '.'. . It Is -interesting 
to not that in the last five years, 
the number of man-days lost be- 
cause of work-related injuries 
has been 10 times thc/number 
lost because of strikes." 

Inasmuch as two separate- ap- 
proaches to this .acute problem 
have been offered, the precise 
form of the new legislation' will 
have to be worked out on the 
Floor of the House. Representa- 
tive Dominick Daniels (D-N..LJ 
and a majority of the House Com- 
,mittec on Education and Labor 
reported the Occupational Safety 
and Health Act UI.R. . lf>78oJ. 
However, the Committee mem- 
bers were divided sharply over 
the wisdom of certain provisions 
in the so-called "Daniels bill/' 
Representative William Stcigcr 
iR.-Wis.) has introduced a differ- 
ent version which' he and others 
plan to offer as a "substitute 
bill" when the subject comes be* 
for the House of Representatives. 

Although there are several sig- 
nificant differences . in the two 
proposals, both provide for 'the

CALL IT A DAY! 

The following Is supposedly an 
actual on-the-job accident report 
that was submitted to an insur- 
ance company by the accident
